RUNNING 
GANTLET. 


Kxplolti and Ordeala Performed and Horno 


by an Heroic Pioneer. 


The first pioneeis were so successful 


in holding their settlements that others 
hastened to join them, attracted by tlio 
abundance of tho game and tho fertil- 
ity of the soil, says a writer describing 
tho early settling of Kentucky. To 
some, no doubt, tho element of con- 
stant adventure was a great induce- 
ment and fully were they gratified. 
Some, hk'e Sinion Kenton, as a hunter 
and woodsman second only to Boone, 
seemed to seok hazard. 
He it was 


whose desperate ride, lashed to the 
back of an untamed horse, was tho 
true original of Byron's Mazeppa. Un- 
like Boone, Kenton excited in his In- 
dian foes the most exasperated feel- 
ings of vengeance. Aside from wounds 
received in light, he was scveial times 
brought to the very -verge of death 
while a prisoner in the Indians' hands 
O» one occasion he was stmck appai- 
cntly dead with a tomahawk that clove 
his shoulder through tho collai-bone; 
thrco several times lie was bound to 
the stake of deadly lire anil ns often 
as eight limes he was compelled to 
"inn the gantlet." None of this gene- 
ration will ever know in its true Mgnili- 
cance the horror of that woid 
Theio 


is now probably no man living who 
has "run the gantlet" as an Indian 
prisoner 
The \oiieiable and reverend 


Thomas P Dudley, of Lexington, Ky , 
now nppioaehing his one hundredth 
jear, was hentenetd, but lepiieved. 
His com i.ules sufl'eied the ordeal, while 
ho in moro whim was lansomed for a 
pony and a Keg of whisky. The In- 
dians ranged thcmsehcs in two lines, 
bctw«en whieh the prisoner was com- 
pelled to um for his life, eluding »s 
best he could the blows of tomahawks 
and war clubs Unit were aimed at him 
in his Hight 
Some times good foitune 


or uctnity saved the pusoner 
Somo 


times the Indians would in mere ca- 
price use long sticks instead of deadly 
weapons, and in a few rile instances 
puie coinage s ued the victim. Kenton 
on one occasion won the applause of 
the head chiefs of the Wjandots, who 
iuteifered to sa\e his life fiom their 
infuiiated warriois. No sooner WAS he 
unbound to commence the fatal race 
than he seized a war-club and dashed 
down the line, striking in desperation 
at every warrior armed with hatchet or 
club. Though coveied with wounds, lie 
reached the goal nlive, still brandish- 
ing the weapon with which he had 
fought his wav. Ihc exploit was with- 
out a parallel in Indian experience; it 
won their admiration and for that time 
Mved him. — Harper's Magazine.

not be said of Chairman Capellar of the

Senator. This kind of talk gave rise to a

Cabinet of Lord Salisbury. 


WHY HE RESIGNED. 


LONDON, July 27.— The 
circumstances 


which led to the resignation of 
Lord 


Charles Beresford were these: While the 
Queen was holding a reception in the cap 
tain's saloon of the royal yacht Victoria 
and Albert, during tho naval re-view at 
Spithend, on Saturday, Lord Beresford 
signaled from the royal yacht to H. M. S. 
Enchantress, one of the ships comprising 
the royal escort fleet, on board of which 
was Lady Beresford. The captain of the 
Enchantress supposed, when the signaling 
began, 
that 
he 
was 
about 
to re- 


ceive special royal commands, but became 
enraged as the message: 
"Tell Lady 


Beresford to go immediately on board the 
yacht Lancashire Witch, whore I will join 
her," was slowly spelled out. Tho breach 
of etiquette involved in the sending of a 
personal message from the royal yacht 
except nt the Queen's command, nearly 
paralysed the captain of the Enchantress. 
He was afraid to report Lord Charles 
Beresford, a Lord of tho Admiralty, but 
something must be done to punish the 
heinous 
oll'cnse, 
so 
he 
told 
the 


story 
to 
a 
Times 
reporter, 


and that paper published it on Monday. 
The fact becoming public, there was 
nothing left for Lord Beresford to do but 
to resign, which he did. Tho incident has 
no parallel in the annals of the British 
naval service, and was virtually a gross in- 
sult to llor Majesty.

Lord Beresford has been re- 
quested by the Queen to withdraw his 
resignation, his action in sending a private 
signal from the royal yacht being regarded 
by Her Majesty as merely a minor breach 
of etiquette with extenuating circum- 
stances.

The Gallinipper, on her after quar-

The progress of the barge 
was not even arrested for a moment.
